The $500,000,000 mortgage debt on 


the farms of the Southeast app®ars less 


formidable ‘in relation to total farm 
assets of the region and the value of 


crops produced. Only a precipitate drop. 


in farm income would make the figure 
dangerous. 

The indebtedness reflects in part a 
trend in Southern agriculture that has 
been gaining momentum for the past 
20 years—the rise of farm ownership. 


Many of these farms are still only partly . 


paid for and this adds to thedebt total. 
In the decade 1940-50 the number 


of farm owners in Georgia—and this is > 


typical of the Southeast—topped the 
number of tenants for the first time 
since 1880. In that year, which we 
may call the beginning of the great 
farm depression, the percentage of own- 
ers and tenants stood at 55 owners to 
45 tenants. 

From 1880 until 1930 a progressiye 
decline in farm ownership was accom- 
panied: by a corresponding increase in 
tenantry. Some of the rise, of course, 
was due to the freed Negro slaves who 
were absorbed into the economic struc- 
ture as tenants. That did not, ‘now- 
ever, account for all of it. A 

By 1930, the percentage of owners 
had dropped to 31.8 per cent and the 
tenants had increased to 68.2. Here the 
decline stopped, due to a number of 
factors that space does not permit us 
to enumerate. 

Suffice it to say that by 1950 the 
percentage of farm owners had Jumped 
in the 20-year period to 57.2 per cent 
and the tenant population had dropped 
to 42.8. Improved farm, prices, fed- 
eral aid and credit and the migration of 
surplus farnr Tabor, especially Negro 
tenant families, to industrial areas, re- 
sulted in a gradual improvement of the 
farm economy that has expressed itself 
in hundreds of ways. 

Farm units have become larger: mi- 
gration of tenants has resulted in better 
methods of production, mechanization 
and soil conservation to reduce costs of 
production. The per capita income of 
farm families has increased because 
fewer people are now producing more. 
There is a growing balance between 
industry and agriculture. 

The extent of change in rural popu- 
lation, as pointed out by Dr. George 
Sebba, professor of economics at the 
University of Georgia in the current 
issue of Georgia Business, is a whop- 
ping 720,000 in the past 30 years. The 
white farm population declined from 
926,000 in 1920 to 632,000 in 1950, while 
the colored farm numbers dropped from 
7A5,000 to 330,000 in:the same period. 

And by 1950, owners operated 19,- 
556,203 acres while tenants operated 
only 6,194,852 acres—almost the re- 
verse of 1930. 

That's why Southern leaders are 
concerned with the effects of the new 
interest rates on agriculture. 
deflation, they fear, will not only ‘stop 
the trend of the past 20 years toward 
greater stability and ownership, : but 
will catapult Southern farmers back 
into the impossible mire of the.50 years 
prior to 1930.

Let's Take a Look at 


Defense Reorganization 


From time to time we have pointed 
out here some obvious weaknesses of 
the present setup of the Joint Chiefs of 
staff. _In trying to prevent the devel- 
opment of the all-powerful general 
staff idea and to keep control of the 
military in civilian hands, the chiefs 
were saddled with restrictions by Con- 
gress that prevented their effective 
functioning in time of crisis. 

To remedy this situation, President 
Eisenhower recently issued his defense 
reorganization plan that will automati- 
cally become law by July 1 unless Con- 
gress deems otherwise. Although ap- 
_ proving the reorganization in principle, 

we feel that Congress should give the 
plan a good going over before allow- 
ing it to become law with the thought 
in mind that it might need amendments 
_to prevent a possible future military 
dictatorship in this country. 

President Eisenhower stressed the 
point that the plan is designed to give 
civilians a tighter control of the De- 
fense department. Actually it gives 
much more power to the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. It gives him 
power to veto any appointment to the 
staff of each of the armed service chiefs 
or to fire any incumbent on the staff 
that consists of 210 officers and men. 
They are, of course, the men who do 
the heavy work in planning our entire 
military program. 

* In other words, the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs would have power to set 
up a milifary organization to run all the 
services to suit his own ideas. His pri- 
vate staff thus would consist of mem-

bers who agree with his views, although 
. they would be put forth as the com- 


bined thinking of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and, Marines. 

We. think there is a danger there. 
As Arthur O. Sulzburger, New York 
Times writer and former Marine, wrote 
recently: 

“When one man, assisted by a Staff, 
directly or indirectly exercises power 
of decision over all the land, air and sea 
forces of a nation, that country has a 


_ supreme general staff.” 


Congress should examine this part 
of the reorganization plan most care- 
fully. "We are not ready to give a 
“blank check” to the military under 
whatever guise it is proposed.

Titanium Is Called 


Metal of the Future 


American industry and the Federal 
Government are going all-out to de- 
velop an exciting new member of the 
métals family that might very well in 
time revolutionize much of our indys- 
try. It is counted on heavily by the 
defense planners, particularly the Air 
Force. 

Titanium will be a household word 
within a few years. Today, however, 
it is regarded as a wonder metal that 
costs so much to produce, that an auto- 
mobile made of it would cost $60,000. 

As strong as steel, it weighs only 
about as much as aluminum. It with- 
stands heat better than either and is 
more durable. It is highly practical for 
making supersonic aircraft, whose 
speed generates such high temperatures 
that deterioration is rapid. It has be- 
come a must already in manufacturing 
jet engines. 

As we look with alarm on the dwin- 
dling supply of iron ores, it is comfort- 
ing to know that titanium ores are 
about the most plentiful on earth. As 
vet they are also about the most ex- 
pensive to process. 

The combination of strength and 
light weight points to an Air Force of 
the future composed of planes made of 
titanium. It can be put to almost any 
other industrial use. 

More and more will be heard of this 
“wonder metal” in the years to come.

Reds Play for Time 
And an Allied Split 


The refusal by- the Communists at 
this time to go ahead with talks on the 
Austrian peace treaty may or .nay not 
be significant. While it could indicate 
that the Soviet leaders are not really 
interested in following up their peace 
propaganda with deeds, it could also be 
another move in the international game 
of politics to win every concession pos- 
sible before agreement. 

The Reds obviously are intent upon 
exploiting to the fullest the differences 
between thé, United States and her 
allies. Under those circumstances, they 
are unlikely to undertake discussions of 
any other matters until and if 4k truce 
is achieved in Korea. They have 
achieved already important victories 
with their “peace” tactics and now 
await further crystallization of Western 
public opinion to force further conces- 
sions from our side. ‘ 

There are still no concrete major 
moves to indicate a change of heart by 
the Kremlin toward the outside world. 
The element of doubt that has been.cre- 
ated by eight vears of Communist hos- 
tility and suspicion cannot be erased in 
Washington by the small gestures to 
date. Anvy really big peaceful gesture 
from the Soviet government is still for 
the future. 

In the meantime, Communist tactics 
are developing about as Malenkov and 
Stalin blueprinted them at the party 
congress in Moscow last October. That 
leaves the West no alternative but to 
continue its vigilance and defensive 
preparations.

The state budget adopted in that year was 
for the grand total of $108,574,026, a paltry 
sum compared to the yearly budget of 
$229,.000,000 in effect today. 

Georgia has come a long way since 1949. 
Expenditures for schools, health, roads and 
various other state°services have zoomed 
upward. Some of this upward zooming re- 
flects an increase in the cost of living, but 
mainly the increased spending reflects in- 
creased services to the people. The opera- 
tion of state government today is on a pla- 
teau that bears little resemblance to the 
lowlands (comparatively speaking) of 1949. 

This -state is a much better place to live 
in than it was four ‘years ago. 

Considered in the light of recorded ad- 
vances, the present cut in the cost of operat- 
ing the state is merely a drop in the fiscal 
bucket. The pail is not being kicked over. 


Naturally it is regretable that any re 
trenchment at all is necessary, but such is 
the price of Solvency. This solvency appar- 
ently is in for further testing anyway. The 
Federal Government is cutting allotments 
to states. The hospital program and other 
health projects are feeling the cold winds 
from across the Potomac.

Should Modify Statements 


Atlanta—Inasmuch as unthinking people 
in my state are still circulating the state- 
ment of Dr. J. W. Knutson, of 1951, to the 
effect that ‘‘Fluoridation ... will not harm 
any living thing . does not lead to any 
disease . . . that rumors of half-truths 
about fluoridation have been circulated by

U. S. Public Health department has not 
corrected or greatly modified those asser- 
tions ? . 

Scientists who testified before Congress 
in 1952 told a somewhat different story. 
The testimony of Alfred Taylor, Ph. D., 
research scientist, showed he had found 
that cancer-strain rats when given a 1 ppm. 
of fluoride in their drinking water, died 
therefrom at a much earlier agé than simi- 
lar rats drinking pure water. 

Congress also asked for further experi- 
ments in which food containing no fluoride 
was given the rats. Taylor now says (May 
23, 1953): ‘‘We have completed further 
experiments on the effect of sodium fluo- 


ridated drinking water on mice. The re- 
sults, as before, indicate’ a_ shorter - life 
span for the mice receiving the treated 
water.”’

Civil War Monument 


Should Stand for All 


A Wichitan with deep roots in the South 
calls attention to a proposal to build a 
monument outside of Atlanta, Ga., in honor 
of both sides in the Civil, War, and not 
merely as a testimonial to the Confederacy 
as is now the plan. The shrine is the famed 
Stone Mountain Memorial 6n the face of 
which are being sculpted the revered 
Southern visages of Jefferson Davis, Stone- 
wall Jackson and Robert EF. Lee. ‘An edi- 
torial writer for The Atlanta Constitution 
advances the remarkable suggestion that 
the carvings be expanded to include the 
faces of Northern leaders as well. 

It is difficult for Northerners to appreci- 
ate the emotional attachment many South- 
erners still hold toward the Civil War, 
though it is one of the significant develop- 
ments in the U. S. since World War IT that 
this feeling is starting to break down. From

Congress Seeking 
Finish by July 


WASHINGTON—Republican organization 
leaders are apparently out to bring about 
an adjournment of Congress by the end of 
July. What they are seeking to avoid is a 
second fall session later on in the year. 

Rather than stay in Washington throughe 
out the hot summer months, Senate Majore 
ity Leader Taft has suggested Congress take 
a recess and come back 
later, if it is not able to 
complete its business by 
the middle of July. 

Senator Knowland of 
California, chairman of 
the Republican Policy 
Committee and acting 
majority leader during 
periods when Taft is 
away, reports Bees 
whelming sentiment” 
both houses in favor ‘a p 
getting through by the end of July and 
not coming back until January. It would 
be unusual for Congress to wind up its afe 
fairs that expeditiously in a non-election 
year. 

He concedes there is some doubt about 
the ability of Congress to clean up its+slate 
by then. Unless a ‘‘substantial’’ part of the 
legislative program can be passed by July 
aerecess at that time could be taken only 
for a few months, he says. 

Congressional leaders have made it plain 
that one reason for the drive to close up 
shop early is. that the Eisenhower admin- 
istration wants Congress to adjourn so the 
Executive Branch can devote its undivided 
attention to the problems now before it. 


Congress always takes up considerable 
time with executive heads when it is in 
session. There are all kinds of committee 
hearings to be attended, for example, and 
cabinet officers are in demandffor various 
types of congressional reports. 

When Congress is away, departmental 
and agency heads have more freedom of 
action. 

Speaker of the House Joe Martin has 
quoted Deputy Defense Secretary Kyes as 
saying he could save a billion dollars in 
defense expenditures if only he could re- 
main on his job at the Pentagon. He was 
implying that adjournment would eliminate 
the necessity for him making so many ape 
pearances before congressional committees. 

Knowland agrees the executive branch 
needs a breathing spell, free of congrese 
sional] distractions, for study and the fof- 
mulation of its policies. This is one of the 
main forces behind the drive to have Cone 
gress adjourn in July. 

But if the session is to end by then, it is 


™ apparent that important parts of the legisla- 


tive program laid down by Eisenhower will 
have to be abandoned or put aside teme- 
porarily. That seems to be true of the Ha- 
waiian statehood bill as well as revision of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

It is becoming increasingly doubtful also 
that the President can get through his tax 
program and his recommendation.for a 
year’s extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act.

There are 16 houses in the valley and 14 of them are new | 
ones, smart in coats of white paint or shining white shingles. The | 
rich, dark bottom land is criss-crossed with rows of truck crops | 
and the slopes and hillsides are lush with eye-resting carpets of | 


green grass, clover and grain. 


Much of the old charm of other days is still here. You pass 
a house with a bottle tree in its back yard, glittering like a clumsy 
Christmas tree, decked with outsized ornaments. You pass old 
stone chimneys with hollyhocks blooming beside them. Black

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washpots still dominate the scene at springside wash places, al- | 


though nearly every porch boasts a new washing machine. 


But many a house has a television aerial. All of them have | 
electric lights and running water, either pumped in or flowing by | 


gravity from a hillside spring.

Ten or 15 years ago, they tell me, Hog Creek Community was | 


dying. The land seemed farmed out. The houses were falling down. 
Many of the folks were moving away. What saved it? 


‘‘The people themselves,’ says Farm Agent ‘“‘Nick’’ Nicholson. | 
‘‘Chickens came along and better farming methods were made | 
available and the folks of Hog Creek Community seized them. | 


Now it’s one of the most productive areas in the mountains.”’ 


Plainly, living is good in Hog Creek Community. We visited | 


the home of Mr. and Mrs. Boyd Shook. The wife, sweet-faced 
Margie, came out of the barn where she had started milking and 
showed us around. Her house was pretty and neat with a maga- 
zine-picture kitchen. Her canning house, built cave-like into the 
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mountain, was still full of jars of fruits and vegetables from last | 


summer. A great crock of clabber sat on the shelf, awaiting the 
churn. Several big wire baskets of eggs awaited the rounds of 


the hatchery man, who pays 30 cents a dogen for the fertile eggs | 


which will go in the brooders. 

Up the mountain a piece, we visited Boyd's parents, the elder 
Mr. and Mrs. Shook, who reared nine children there in a big old- 
fashioned house before the era of big-scale chicken-raising and 
scientific farming came along. 


“If missed the old place,’’ said Mrs. Shook, rocking gently to 
and fro on the porch of her new bungalow. ‘‘But I don’t miss 
the old ways... much.”’ * 


Some of the old ways still prevail around the Shook home- 
stead—and one of these is the traditional mountain urge to be 
independent. Jay Shook, one of the sons who has remained at 
home, was building new hives for his bees, instead of buying them. 
And he had searched out sourwood limbs with just the right bend 
in them to replace worn-out handles in his garden tools.

Then it was sent to the King’s 
Council in London, and finally to the King himself. If any mem- 
her of any of these bodies objected to it, it automatically failed 
and was sent back to Georgia for review.
